Inventions I and II are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in 
this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does 
not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) 
that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the invention of Group I requires 
that the magnetic lens recited has a magnetic shield means and deflection coil. There 
are any number of magnetic deflection means in the art which satisfy these limitations. 
On the other hand, the invention contained in Group II is a magnetic lens which further 
requires an excitation coil and a pole piece, two elements not required for the practice of 
the combination invention of Group I. The subcombination has separate utility such as 
magnetic focusing assembly in a scanning electron microscope.
